2) . The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document): 

A method of measuring a temperature value associated with melting (cf. 
paragraph 318), comprising: 

providing a sample support plate; 

placing a plurality of discrete samples on the support plate; 

varying the temperature of the support plate; 

observing the sample to detect the change in luminosity or reflectance caused by 
a change of state of the sample; 

recording the temperature of the plate associated with the change in luminosity or 
reflectance. 

Consequently, the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new. 

Remark: the subject-matter of claim 1 is also not new in the light of D2 (cf. page 7, 
line 31 -page 9, line 11).
